IMPOSTOR. 


Henry Thornton Hey is at present incarcerated in 
the North Prison of Glasgow, undergoing six months’ 
lr prisonment for uttering forged orders for provisions 
on more than one shopkeeper in Cowcaddens, He fi 
about 35 years of age, middle-rizein height, speaks with 
a sight English accent, and is a most plausible fellow 
There is reason to believe that he is a poor English 
curate’s son, and that he received a tolerably good edu- 


lie did enlist under the name of Thomas Wat. 


kins, and went with the regiment to the West Indies. 


he deserted, and entered the Ard Weet 


India Regiment. He was re-captured, punished, 
permitted to join the Tist Kegiment 
which came to Glasgow in 1447, and here is the first 
time that he appeared in public in the western metro- 
He seems always to have had a furte for preach- 
ing; and in Glasgow he fret attracted notice as a 
preacher of the Gospel. It may be in the remembrance 
of a number of our readers that about thirteen rears 
ago, a deserter was found preaching in Greenhead 
Quoid Sacra Church, and that after the forenoon aer: 
vice he was marched off to the barracks “ prison r. 
That man was Thornton Hay. In the end of 1847, the 
pulpit of Greenhead Church was vacant, and accord 
ing y Hay, having ingratiated himself with a female 
manager of the church, who kept the keys—through 
life he seems to have readily captivated the fair sex— 
he preached four consecutive Sabbaths under the name 
of the Rev. Mr. Bertram ; but whether “with accept 
or not we cannot say. Having been at that 
time absent from his regiment five days, two sergeants 
from the 7ist Foot waited upon him until he left the 
pulpit, when they conveyed him to durance vile in the 
barracks, where at that time his wife resided. He was 
tried by court-martial, and sentenced to a period of 
imprisonment, his former desertion being also brought 
up against him. After his discharge from the army, 
he returned to Glasgow and obtained a situation at the 
Theatre Royal, where he continued for four monthe 
Ile then regularly attended a Free Church in the 
ventre of the city, pretended great holiness of life, coun- 
terfeited the Christian character, and made a profession 
which paled the greater lights around him. To show 
the cool audacity of the scoundrel, we may state that on 
one occasion he invited two respectable woinen, to whom 
he was at the same time paying his addresses, to his 
lodgings to tea, and then introduced the ape to the other 
as his sweetheart! He likewise went so far as to take 
a house in Portland.street, and had it furnished by one 
of the relations of the person he was about to marry. 
Happily he was discovered in time, and had to beat a 
hasty retreat. Ile next turned up near Londen, and 
palmed himself off in a Roman Catholic family as a 
reatly persecuted poor Roman Catholic priest. Here 
we lived for six weeks, but, discovering that the Roman 
Catholic bishep of the diocese was about to visit his 
dupes, he devamped. (Of course, he repaired to Londen, 
and under the garb and profession of a clergyman from 
Scotland, he succeeded iu defrauding several people out 
of considerable sums, for which he was duly sentenced 
to twelve months’ imprisonment.
